REMARKS 

Claims 7-10, 14, 15, 19, 20, 24, 25, and 29 are presently pending. 

As requested by the Examiner, submitted herewith is a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.132 to further support the June 30 Response. Applicants' Declaration points out that the film 
of Fukuda does not have the shrinkage of the claimed film. See Applicants' Declaration, ^ 7 and 
Table 2, for example. This deficiency in Fukuda is not corrected by the other references. 
Accordingly, based on the reasons set forth in the June 30 Response and the 1.132 Declaration 
enclosed herewith, Applicants submit that the claims are patentably distinguishable over the cited 
references. 

Further to the June 30 Response, in which "when the film is put in water" was amended 
to "in water," in claim 7, for example, it is to be understood that the presence of water is not a 
limitation of the claim; rather, the amount of shrinkage in water is a physical property of the 
claimed film. The claimed film need not be in water in order to retain the properties claimed 
thereto.
